Chica,^o parties secured an option on 
the pr-jpcrty of Mr. (ieori^e Rassen- 
foss at the ctrner of Mam and Sevenlh 
streets for thia purpose but the option 
has since expired and upon the request 
for a renewal Mr. Kassenfosa declined. 

It is the purpose to capitalize the 
concern locally and if the plans are 
worked.out in a manner satisfactory to 
those who have taken the initiative 
steps there will be nothing to binder 
the establitlMnent of a nodern 
hostelry.

The success of xha venture depends 
largely upon the re.suits at this end of 
the line, and while there is little doubt 
the options could be obtained if money 
was available, still they claim the de- 
amnds made for the right through 
farms at the beginning has been|boost- 
ed sky high and was a source o£ great 
disappointment to tbe Middletown 
people. 

A committee composed of Messrs. 
[John T. Collins, C. C. Clark, Chas 
Men^;, E. K. Thomas. Ed Rice and 
other prominent citizens of that com- 
manity. was in the city Saturday and 
waited upon Mayor J. T. Uinton, one 
party through whose farm tbo aurrey 
for tbe line extends. The purpose of 
tbe eommittM was to secure an option 
on about ten acres of land lor the pro- 
posed route. The committee was very 
much discouraged over the attitude of 
Mayor Hinton and the valuttion he set 
upon his property. 

The decision of Mayor Hinton they 
say is calculated to influence a lar^'e 
number of property owners along the 
prpocscd route who have si'.niilied 
their willingness to put their property 
in at a cost in a reasoJiahip measure as 
compared with that of Mayor Hinton, 
and with the decision of Satiirday 
comes the opinion that if all the land 
owners along the proposed line demand 
the same liyures it will bi: beyond the 
power of the citi;:ens of North Middle- 
town to furnish the right of way. 

Mr. L. l\ Bell, of the engineering 
department of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville was present at the meeting but 
left town shortly afterwards. He is 
exi)ected to return in a few days. Mr. 
Bell has about finished the work from 
North Middiet'jwn to Hedges Station 
and has so far signed up pieces of 
properly, 16 of which were given free 
and the remaining at a nommal cost, 
which will reach in the aggregate a 
sum of about $7,200. The results ob- 
tained were highly satisfactory to Mr. 
Bell and the committee from North 
Middletown. 

It is tbe opinion ef tbe North 
Middletown people that the land own- 
ers along the route from this city 
shoald be equally aa reasonable in pro- 
portion and in view ot this the right of 
way ckmld be closed. Tbe uptiur^^ 
taken, and which expire June 1» pro- 
vide that in event the railroad com- 
pany exercises the right of purchase 
it will eonstroet lawful fences on each 
side of the right of way, and has been 
liberal in all concessions to the proper- 
ty owners. 

Between Paris and North Midille- 
town there are twenty- four pieces of 
property, thirteen of which belong to 
prosperous farmers, two belong to 
men in moderate circumstances and 
the remainder to colored people. The 
citizens of North Middletown are very 
hopeful of enlisting the co-operation 
of the Duisness men of this city, and 
figure that Paris will be more greatly 
benefited by the new road than any 
other community. 

There has been no movement on the 
part of the citizens of this city so far 
as to assist the North Middletown 
people in securing the right-of-way. 
but it is hoped that since the commit- 
tee selected to secure options on prop- 
erty from this city local interest «ill 
revive and all ataistfee poaaible ren- 
dered '

The question which is puzzling the 
politicians of the district is that tbe 
primary has been arranged only to be 
held in the counties now compoaiog the 
Seventh Jistrict. and of couree no pro- 
vision has been made for the coooties 
that have been added. ' Yet if the re- 
districting measure becomes a law be- 
fore tbe prinar)' is fheld the added 
cooaties would na|araJly demand that 
thiky have a voire in selecting their 
congressman. The matter has been 
dieaoased in its various phases and the 
conelosiona widely differ.

John Lofting, a citizen of 
London In the latter part of the 
elobteenth century, had a pas- 
efon far lighting firee. Though 
never a member of the fire de- 
partment, he alvy/aya responded 
to an alarm, and was usually 
one of the first to arrive on the 
scene. He rend er e d efficient 
•ervice, bat would aficept no 
pay. He was a metal work- 
er by trade, and in 1792 he In- 
vented a contrivance to protect 
the thumb while sewing. It 
was a sort of bell-shaped cup^ 
hence It wae ealled a thumb- 
bell, in the course of time thie 
wae changed into the more 
euphonious "thimble." The arti- 
cle is now worn on one of the 
fingers while sewing, inetead of 
on the thumb ae formeriyp 
though sailors stick to the old
